THEBRITISH CABINET. 

Upon (Jladstosf.'s acceptance of 
tlie premiership powerful iulluences 
were brought to bear, Ns-ith a view to 
secure a whig preponderanco in the 
Bubordinnto offices of Governnieut. 
This Qflfort was at one time comi)lctely 
Muccessful. Xeavly all liio moat im- 
portant posts were successively offered 
and accepted by members of Mr. (Ilad- 
stonk's former govemiaent Earl 
GnANViLLE and Lord Hartington ne- 
cessarily and properly had the choice 
'of portfolios. The next appointments, 
those of 2>U: Ciuldkus and Lord 
NoKTHiiKOOK, in-oved I^Ir. Gladstone'h 
determination to place tried economists 
at the head o£ the great disbursing de- 
partments. Lord Selbourse's nom- 
ination .for the Lord CLancellorsliip, 
thou'di an inevitable appointment, 
and involving the sacrifice of liis lesiti- 
inato ]n-etcusions tohigiier titular rank, 
did not diminish the moderate ma- 
jority in the cabinet, Mr. Fousteu 
having, since 1870, ceased to represent 
any section of the advanced liber- 
als. Mr. Bright, as Chancellor of the 
Ducliy of Lancaster, OHly resumes his 
old position, adding the Lord Presi- 
dent of the Council, the Lord of the 
Trivy Seal, neccs.sarily destined for 
peers, and adding also Sir WiLHA>f 
Hahcol'RT and Lord KiMii!:i:i.v to 
those already appointed. The cabinet 
on Sunday 'l.\st, thoiigli incomplete, 
contained already the eliiuients of in- 
disputable hupreniacy on the side of 
the moderates. The radicals still ex- 
pected that Mr. Gladstone would re- 
cognize, though inadequately, the just 
claims of that section by naming Sir 
Charles Dh.ki; or Mr. Ciiamuerlain 
foracabin(!t otlico. ^^'hcn it became 
known tliat he had oH'crcd Sir Charles 
JJiLKE tlio under secretaryship and -Mr. 
CuAiiBELAi.v nothing, the crisis reach- 
ed a climix. Mr. DiLKE politely but 
peremptorily declined the apppoiut 
raent. Gladstone urged him to take 
twenty-four hours to consider the mat- 
ter. DiLKE, on Monday, delivered the 
radical ultimatum, abstaining wholly 
from pressing his own personal claims. 
He refused absolutely to accept a sub- 
ordinate post outside a cabinet con 
tainiug no rapresenlaiivc of the radi- 
cal wing of the party, and a.ssured Mr. 
Gladstone that he and Mr. ( hambeu- 
LAIN were acting in concert, and re[)re- 
sented in this aii'au- all that inipurtant 
body of liberals, below the gangway, 
which, during tho jiast six years, had 
steadily gained importance, and during 
the elections had contributed essen- 
tially to tho liberal victory. Isiv. Glad- 
stone, in turn, took twenty-four hours 
to consider. After numerous consul- 
tations, the wbigs saw the necessity of 
yi»jlding, and on Tuesday noon Mr. 
Gladstone informed Sir Cuarles 
biLiCi: that he accepted his terms and 
would make Mr. Chamberlain Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade, jjrovided 
Sir Charles Dilke took the under- 
secretaryship for foreign affairs. Sir 
Charles Dilke instantly agreed, and 
Mr. Chamberlain was thereupon sum- 
moned, and accoiJted the proposal. The 
two-days' deadlock was thus terminat- 
ed. It is Btill j imperfectly understood 
why Ml'. Gladstone preferred Mr. 
CiiAiiBEnLAiN over Sir CuABLES Dilke 
for the cabinet. Sir Charles Dilke's 
jioaition in the party is higher, his 
parliamentary experience is longer, and 
his popularity in the house of coiii- 
mons and public reputation much 
greater than Mr. Ciia.mderlain's. Tho 
press and public opinion, over since the 
liberal victory, pointed to the appoint 
ment of Dilke to a place in tho cab- 
inet as inevitable. If he had chosen 
to insist on his personal claims, lie 
could undoubtedly have been one of the 
ministers, but he stands perhaps higher 
than if he were so, having the entire 
^dit of making Chamberlain minis- 
thereby securing a spokesman for 
tlio advanced liberals inside the cab- 
inet, while holding, himself, the most 
imjjortant of all the outside offices, as 
he will represent the foreign office in 
tho house of commons. Eie can afford 
to wait, meantime acquiring invalu- 
able experience. Chamberlain's ap 
pointmoiit, except from taking prece- 
dence of Dilke, is recognized as e.K- 
cellent. Dilke himself is perfectly 
contented. Tho Government is now 
sutliciently n;[)ro.seutativo of all the im- 
portant sections, though there are some 
inexplicable omissions of individuals, 
especially of Stanseield, whose ])re- 
vious administration of the general 
government board was of magked cf- 
Scency. The distribution of certain 
ofBces is less s.atisfactory than the gen- 
eral composition of the cabinet. 

A SUDDE.V CONYERSIOX. 



Even the A'^ictorui organ of the gov- 
ernment now admits tliat the impres- 
sion so industriously circulated by the 
premier and his party v/ith respect to 
the object of the Dominion government 
in asking for the transfer of the rail- 
way lands was entirely erroneous. Tho 
article in yesterday's organ is a com- 
plete retrocession from its former posi 
tioii, and a cordial endorsement of the 
views of the opposition in the local 
House. The organ says that the im- 
pression at tir.st formed of tho nature of 
the request was erroneous; and admits 
that the Dominion Government will 
have the strongest possible inducement 
to. speedily part with tho lands 
instead of "locking them up for yeans," 
as the premier remarked would be 
the case in the House a few days ago. 
Wby tho di.scovery was not made 
prior to [irorogatiou may form the sub- 
ject of future inquiry. Mr. Trutcu 
was close at hand and ready and anx- 
ious to afiord any (ixplanation of 
tiin Dominion government land policy 
th'-it miglit be asked; but the goveru- 
mont deol ned to confer with him or 
to ask any explanation while the 



House was in session. But tho mo- 
ment the members have scattered to 
their Homes, Mr. Trutch is consulted, 

and tho organ and the government dis- 
cover that there was never any in- 
tention on the part of the Dominion gov- 
ernment to act unfairly towards tho 
Province. Everything is as clear as 
noonday now. Their' policy in now- 
seen to be an enlightened one, which 
the Province should adopt offhand. It 
is to be hoped that no serious compli- 
cations may arise from tiie mistake of 
the government and that the difficulty- 
may be got over witiiout convening a 
special session of tho House to undo 
the mischievous results of the Into leg- 
islation.

ENGLAND. 

Diiii.iN, May 10. — A de|)utatioii of 
the Mansion House committee waited 
on l''orster, chief secretary for Ireland, 
on Saturday, to call his attention to 
the continued distress in Ireland. Lord 
Mayor Gray naid tlio distress was not 
likely to be initig.aicd beliore the end of 
Julv and as the couimitlee have no rea- 
son to hope that their resources would 
sullice until that time, they left tho 
matter in tho hands of the government. 
Gray read telegrams fi'oui Clefden, 
tbilway county, stating that if imiue- 
liiaie relief wr,s not given jieople would 
die by scores. 

Forster rc[ilied that the govern uieiit 
fully recognized the extent of the dis- 
tress and added, "we arc doing our 
utmost so alleviate it In' meMn.=i of 
loans to landlords." 

Subsequently a (li'[iutatiiiu from the 
Canadian conimitteo asked l'"ni'stf;r to 
ui'gi' upon the governnieut lluMiocc.'-.sity 
of directing the lords of the treasury 
to ad\ ance funds for the construction 
of fishery piers, etc. Forster said that 
tlioy had niado a strong case and ho 
would lay it before the government. 

The cluuiiii'l squadron, cruising after 
the training ship Atlanta, has arrived 
at Bantry Bay with no tidings of the 
missing vessel.

new r>ritiHli cabinet frankly adopted 
I the maintenance of the treaty of Ber- 
I lin ; that it will enter into no Conti- 
nental alliance ; that it will continue 
I the pro.seiit cordial relations with 
1 Franco ; that it will support the Greek 
' claims, even beyond the demands urgeil 
I by the French cabinet, and will endea- 
vor to maintain the existing harmony 
in the Anglo-French control in Egypt. 

Capetown, May G — Gen. Wolseley 
has embarked for England. Ho depre- 
cates any reactionary policy regarding 
South African affairs. John Dunn 
reported that throughout Zululand the 
feeling regarding tho settlement of af- 
fairs there is satisfactory. 

Constantinople, May i — Wliittaker, 
editor of the Levattt Herald, has been 
sentenced to seventeen months' impri- 
sonment for publishing a new number 
of his journal, notwithstanding its re- 
cent auppression. 

EASTERN STATES. 
New York, May 2 — The funeral of 
Patrick Hoy, better known as James 
(^oke, the clown and equestrian, was 
held yesterday afternoon. When Cooke 
knew that he was about to die, he was 
asked by the priest who attended him 
to renounce the principles of Masonry, 
to which he had been ardently atttched 
from his boyhood. He refused to do 
this, saying that Masonry was as good 
a religion to die by as the Catholic 
faith, in which he had been educated. 
He then requested that none but Ma- 
sonic ceremonies should be held over 
bis body, and his request was fulfilled 
to the letter.

UeoliAnics' Litorary Zutituto. 

The annual general meeting of the mem- 
bers of the Mechanics' Literary Institute 
was held at their hall on Fort street last 
evening. The attendance was very meagre, 
loss than a dozen members being present. 
The chair was occupied by Dr. Ash, 
INI.P.P. , president of tho institute. Tlio 
meeting having been called to order tho 
treasurer read a financial statement for 
the six months ending tho lOtli inst. Tliu 
statement shows that tho total receipts 
during that period were $709.76, com- 
prising .?585 under the head of subscrip- 
tions, §54.50 tho proceeds of a dramatic 
entertainment, §57.50 rent of hall and 612 
for gas. Tho whole of tho receipts havo 
boon disbursed, tho pFincipal oxpendi- 
turos being for tho librarian's salary, 
amounting to §278, newspapers and peri- 
odicals, W'lucli cost 8176, rent 8*31 and 
other incidental items making up tho 
balance. 

In tho absence of Jlr. W. C. Siffken, 
hon. secretary of the institute, liis rejiort 
for tho half year was rood by Capt. Tat- 
lo«-. The document is as follows: 

llEror.T OK THE Skcuetary: — Tho coni- 
luittoo beg to submit the following report 
for the past half year: 

The receipts from animal and monthly 
sub.scriptions amount to $585, which is an 
encouraging return, for although those re- 
ceipts are for the best half of the j'car, there 
is reason to expect that the aggregate sub- 
scription for tho twelve months will be 
quite as much ns those of tho last year 
which were §1079. 

Tho rent of the hall has yielded 857 and 
tho nett proceeds of a dramatic untertain- 
moiit were §24. It is hoped that a substan- 
tial increase in these sources of revenue 
ami from excursions will bo realised dur 
ing this summer. 

Tho grant from tho Government is 
again this year wholly discontinued which 
causes the committee to appeal more ur- 
gently than over to the public to rally to 
its sup.port. 

Tholiabilities whichduringthe past term 
uoro assuming serious proportions have 
been reduced by §500 by tho following 
means : In tho year 1876 the sum of §500 
was paid on account of tho purchase of 
building and land occupied by tho In- 
stitute, tho amount owing to tlio proprie- 
tor of this property for interest and for I 
fire insurance premium advanced by him i 
had accumulated thi.s spring to about a . 
similar sum and after much negotiation it j 
was mutually agreed that tho 8500 paid i 
on account of purchase should bo refund- I 
ed and paid to the proprietor of tho pro- I 
pert}' in liquidation of all his cl;\iiU3 to ■ 
tho 1st of March last. An it is impro- 
l)ablo that tho Instituto would require 
moans tooftbcttho purchase of the property 
it was also agreed to cancel the deed of pur- 
chase and then become tenant simply un- 
der a rental of 840 per month. 

The liabilitie.i now are about S?500, of 
wiiicli .*oOO are owing to tliu (ias Co., 
and it will atford the conuuittee much 
pleasure to see the public coiuo forward 
in aid of its redticiion, tho latter debt 
particularly, tho first opportunity for 
which will be afforded in attending the 
concert which will kindly bo given by the 
aniatour orchestra with many friciuls at the 
Philharmonic Hall on TImrsday ISthin.st. , 
ndiuission to which is only 50 cents each 
poraon, and no charge for reserving seats, 
at tho library.

Thom.is Shotboli, a member of the Vic- 
toria Board of Sclniol Trustees, appeared 
before tho committee. 

Do you think tho rules and regulations 
havo been carried out? Ans.— I think 
they havo. Thoro may have boon somo 
trilling inaccuracies in tho monthly re- 
ports to parents. 

Do you think the present superintend- 
ent a competent olllcor i Ans. — I think 
with a little bettor management ho might 
make a good suporintondent. 

Have you read his report for 1879; if so 
do you think it i.i substantially correct / 
Ans.' — I don't think any opposition has 
been placed in tho suporintendont's way 
by tho teachers. 1 think his management 
has not boon good. Had ho adopted a 
different method and explained what ho 
wanted to the teachers ho would luivo got 
along better. 

Wliero arc the defectaf — I think Mr. Mc- 
Kenzie would get all the returns if he 
wont the riglit way to work. Ho ought 
to explain and illustrate to tho teachers 
what ho requires. He has not assisted 
them in any way. He trios to carry things 
with too high a hand. Ho is wanting in 
tact and courtesy. I think Mr. McKenzie 
is a good teacher. 

Do yoii think tho stipcrintendont has 
done all he could to promote the interests 
of schools I .\ns.--I believe ho thinks ho 
has done so, and h.as tried to do liis duty. 

Has there been any lack of respect 
shown by the teachers to tho suporinton- 
dent f As far as I know the teachers 
have not boon wauling in respect to tho 
superintendent. 

Has tho suporintondent always shown | 
proper courtesj- to the teachers i Ans — In 
October last I attended a mooting of 
teachers and trustees. Mr. McKonzie 
was present. I considered ho was over- 
bearing in his manner. He told one 
teacher that if thoy didn't wish to do as ho 
desired thoy could leave; there woro other 
teachers to be had. 

Do you know if thoro waa any jjrovoca- 
tion I Ans.— I don't know of any. 

At that meeting did any of the toachors 
or trustees question the power of the 
superintendent of education tomako rules 
and regulations for the conduct and oxain- 
ination nf teachers! Ans. — I don't ru- 
colloct. I don't think that question came 
up. 

What led Jlr. McKenzie to say to one 
of the teachers that ho could gel others to 
take their places ( Ans. — It arose out of 
a discussion about tlio daily registers and 
montlily reports to parents. 

Did tho teachers domur to making out 
those registers ? Ans. — Thoy did not do- 
mur, but pointed out the difficulties of 
filling them in correctly. 

Do you consider that tho teachora' time 
can be more profitably employed than in 
making up these registers / Ans. — I 
think thoy can. I think a wi.'okly register 
bettor than a daily one. 

Wua there any reason for a general dis- 
missal nf the Victoria teachers? Ans. — 
We were not idtogother satisfied with all 
the teachers, nnd, as thoro is to be a gen- 
eral examination, wo thought wo would 
dismisH all, and then select those that we 
consider the beat. 

How often do the trustees visit the 
schools ? Ans. — About twice a month. 

Do you think a B. A. should be exam- 
ined before he is granted a certificate to 
teach ? Ans. — I think so. A man maj' 
bo a B. A. or an M. A. and not bo able to 
communicate his knowledge to others. A 
man may be clover and well-read an d 
not make a good teacher.

Havo you as a teacher carried out tho 
rules and regulations of the schools ! An^. 
I have> 

Is thoro any ill-feeling bctwoen you and 
tho superintendent ? Ans. — None what- 
ever. 

Have you placed any opposition in the 
w.ay of the suporintondent? Ans. — Cer- 
tainly not. 

Has tho superintendent on all occasions 
treated you with proper respoct ? Ans. — 
No; ho has treated tho teachei's ns a body 
with great lack of courtesy. 

What is tho nature of his discourtesy ? 
Ans. — His discourtesy is more passive 
than active. It is chiefly observable in 
his manner and general demeanour. On 
an osoasion of a meeting o{ o^hool teac^ 



ers and trustees, held in consequence of 
liLs determination to cancel teachers' cer- 
tificates, Mr. McKenzie was present. 
His manner was curt. He told tho teach- 
ers that if they were not satisfied he conld 
easily till their places with others, and, 
putting on his hat left abruptly. On an- 
other occasion, in visiting tlie room of one 
of iny assistants, the teacher, after a time 
asked him if ho was .satisfied with his 
method of teaching, or if he had any sug- 
gestions to make. Ho (Mr. SlcKonzio, 
looked at tho teacher a moment, put on 
his hat, said nothing, and walked out. 

Had ho any provocation for leaving you 
abruptly at the mooting referred to? Ans. 
I can think of none. Ho w-as treated 
with tho greatest respect. 

Is there any ill-feeling between tho 
Superintendent and the toachors ? 
Ans. — I don't know of any ill-fooling, 
but thero is dissatisfaction with him as a 
superintendent. 

Can yon state tho cause of it? Ans. — 
His want of courtesy. Ho lacks the tact 
and ready address which is very necessary 
in a superintendent of education. On tho 
occasion of his visits to tho school, he 
says nothing, either of approval or dis- 
approval of tho management of schools or 
methods of teaching, l/e crowds upon 
us a prodigious amount of marking and 
making up a groat many useless reports. 
These havo tho ellcct of dustracting our 
attention to tho neglect, in a great 
measure, of tho nioro important duties of 
tho school. 

Namo the reports you consider usolc.s.if 
Ans. — I consider the reports intended to 
show the daily standing of the pupil in 
his cla.sa to be necessarily incorrect. Tho 
monthly ropcuts sent to parents will bo 
necessarily incoriect, because they are 
based upon iho foi iner. 

How long have you boon a teacher? 
Ans. — I have taught school a number of 
years in Scotland, tho United State.'!, and 
six years in this province. 

Can ynu .sugge.'it any iuiiirovcmenls in 
tho .system, from your oxpcrienco as a 
teacher? .\n3. -1 would modify tho school 
roport.s. 

Do you consider the system of granting 
certificates is just? Ans. — 1 do not. .•V 
youth from the old ooiintry with a uni- 
versity degree can come hero and tibtain 
a first-cla.'is certilicite without [jaHsing an 
examination, ami may take preceilence of 
an experienced and successful teacher, 
though he may have had no osperienoo as 
a teaclior. 

Do you think that a lirst-cla.ss teacher 
shoukl be compellod to undergo an ex- 
amination every fouryoarsi .Viis. — f con- 
sider it very unfair. Take my own case. 
I am rusty in a great many subjects tliat 
I was well up in years ago, although Icon- 
aider myself with my oxporionco bettor 
qualified for the profession of teaching 
than I have ever been. Further, I com- 
plain that no credit Is given to tho ex- 
perioiiced and succiissful teacher by tho 
present syHtom. Teaclicrs are required 
to pass a rigid examination on subjects 
they are never callott upon to teach. Mr. 
McKenzie has introduced new textbooks. 
This renders it more diflicult to get a first- 
class cortificato. Take, far instance, 
Hamblin Smith's statics. It would take 
a man considerable time to thoroughly 
master it, yet we are expected to l)o well 
up in the subjocls it treats of at tho ap- 
proaching examination. 

What credit should successful teachora 
get? Ans. — They should vary according 
to their records of success and experience 
as teachers, but it should always bo a 
highly important oonaidoration in grant- 
ing certificates. (Signed)

Mrs. Hayward — I am principal of the 
Victoria girls' school. 

Havo you .carried out tho rules and 
regulations of tho schools. Ans. — I havo 
endeavored to do so, and 1 think I havo 
succciKled. 

Is thero any ill-feeling becweeii y(ju and 
tho superintendent! Ann. — None on my 
part. 

Have you placed any opposition to tho 
Superintendent/ Ans. — No; iiuito tho 
contrary. 

Has the iSuppriiitendcnt on all occasions 
treated you with jiropor respoct ( Ans. — 
He is not very polite. He answors roughly 
and ruihdy, not at all plea.sant to one's 
feelings. N\'ill in^l aiL-nscr ipiesi ions put 
to him. 

Is there any ill-feeling between tho 
teachers as a body and the Superinten- 
dent ? Ans. — The teachor.-i do not like 

him; the general feeling is against him. 

Can you gi.'o a reason for this feeling 1 
Ans. — Tho rude manner in which he ad- 
dresses the teachers when ho visits tho 
schools. Ho will stand for the gre.xtor 
part of the morning and not speak to the 
teachers. Ho visited my school one morn- 
ing and stayed from 9 till 1 1.45, and never 
said a word. 

Does ho instruct the teachers in tho 
method of teaching / Ans. — No. 

Do you think the Superintendent has 
done all in his power to advance the iu- 
terosts of education/ Ans.— 1 think ho 
has to tho best of his ability. 

Do you consider Mr. McKon/io compe- 
tent to fill tho position. Ans. — No; I do 
not. Mr. JIcKenzie has not been trained 
as'a teacher, consotpiently ho does iiot 
know tho best method of teaching. He 
has one method, and all who don't adopt 
that method are, in liis opinion, wrong. 

Do j'ou consider there are any defects in 
tho school system! .-Vns. — Improvements 
might be made, but they would involve 
exjionse. Tho objection I have to the 
system of reports is that it takes up a 
groat deal of time that might be more 
profitably employed. It takes two daya 
at tho end of each iiK.uith to make up these 
reports, besides tho time taken \\[) daily. 

Do you think a first-class teacher should 
bo compelled to pass an examination every 
four years ! Ans. — I think not. Toachors 
are required to read up subjects that they 
will never be called upon to teach. When 
a teacher onco gets a certificate it should 
hold good. No certificate should bo is- 
sued unless to a competent teacher. Somo 
toachors have ,<j;reater knowledge than 
others, but can't impart that knowledge 
to children. No teacher would object to 
being examined weekly on subjects that 
ho is engaged in teaching. I don't think 
lady teachers should be called upon to 
pass the samo examination as gentlemen. 
Tlio subjects to be taught are diflorent. 
Lady teachers should teach sowing, needle- 
work and domestic economy. They should 
bo examined on these subjects aud given 
credit if proficient, whereas at present 
thoy are examined cn subjects that they 
will never bo called upon to toach.

How to Cook a Stsalc. 



First never fry it Thora is no mys- 
tciy about broiling a bcef-stenlc, and 

yet ninety-nine times in a hundred it 
is cooked. The simple art is to cook a 
.steak without smoking it, and to retain 
tliG Juices. When you rest your cake 
of Indian ink on a palette, and happen 
to put your brush in your month and 
taste it7 the peculiar savor is that of 
carbon. Now carbon i.s one of the 
product.'; of the imperfect combustion 
of iiydro-carboii, aud tiie best lump- 
black i,"! made that way. if there is 
any taste of India ink about a steak 
or chop, it is at fault. Tho art, then, 
i.s simply to broil without firing or 
blazing. No steak- can be cooked with- 
out watcliing it. Tlie fire must be very 
hot. Tho outside must be well cooked 
in order to kee[i the juice inside ; but 
tho outside must liuvo scarce any thick- 
ness. Tho thing to do is to turn a 
steak from side to side, and to keep 
doing it. Never pojiper or salt a steak 
until it i.s on tlio iliijli. 'l''o pepper it 
might not do ho much harm, but to 
salt it is almost a crime. Never use a 
gridiron with too small slats ; (hat 
scores the beefsteak through, and fries 
overdone, dry portions. Incline your 
gridiron. If thero is a blaze from the 
melting fat, the llamc will burn tho 
atc.ik. i t is a dillieult to arrive at a 
prolieieney with ^ti^ak wiiich has too 
much fat on the edges. Trim your 
steak well, nnd if there be fat ou it, 
when your gridiron is inclined, let the 
flit portion be up toward tho handle at 
lirst. Good .sleaks must be served in- 
stantaneously ou II lint jilate. Butter 
is admissible on a .steal:, but only in a 
very minute quantity. Cut an inch 
and an eighth thick, aud tho cooking 
artistic, the juice of tho meat follows 
every cut. — h'ic/ifinl Grant Whiti:

A BYLAW 

For tho Setter Observance of the 
- Sabbatli. 

BE IT enacted by the LIAYOR 
and Council of tlie Corporation of tho 
City of Victoria .is folio w.s: — 

1. No person shall kuop open on tho 
Sabbath day fur tho sale of goods, wartis 
or morcbandi.so by wholesale or retail, 
other than liquor by retail, any store, 
wavehoiiso or other place of business. 

2. No pLTSou shall koop any saloon 
open for the sale of liquor by retail be- 
tween the hours of toil o'clock ill the 
forenoon uiul livo o'clock in the afternoon 
of liny Sabbath day. 

3. N<5 person shall keep open any bar- 
liur shop lietwoen the houi-s of 10 o'clock 
in thu forenoon and livo o'clock in the 
aftcrnoun on tho Sabbath day. 

•1. No person shall keep open for tho 
sale of liquor by retail any bar in any 
liotel or grocery lietwcon the hours of ton 
o'clock in the forenoon and five o'clock 
on tho afternoon of any Sabbath day. 

5. It shall not bo lawful to discharge 
any cargo, except livo stock, from anj- 
ship, .stetiinor, schoonoi', sloop or vessel 
of any descriiition on the Sabbath day. 

G. It shall not l>o lawful for any per- 
son to peddle an.y description of goods, 
i!.xceiit milk, on tho Sabbath day. 

7. Any person guilty of any infraction 
of tliis bylaw shall bo subject to a poniilty 
not e.Kcceding twenty-live dollars nor le.ss 
than five dollars. 

Every penalty imposed by this bylaw 
may, together with thu costs of convic- 
tion, bo recovered in a summary manner 
before the Police Magistrate of tho City 
of Viet(n-ia or any Justice of the Peace 
having jui i.sdiction within tho limits of 
tho City of Victoria, and m;vy be levied 
by distress and sale of the goods and 
chatties of thi^ oU'ender, and in default of 
pavmont of such penalty and costs, then 
by imprisoiniicnt of such ollender for any 
term not exceeding one calendar montii 
in ono of Her Majesty's gaols.
